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Iftakes about Commerce have been 
the Grounds of fome Difputes 
among uS, but it muft be acknow- 
ledged, that Parties and State- 

Breaches have been the Ground of more : Peo- 
ple have not Argued on the Head of Trade 
as Traders, but aS Politicians, which has fo 
enflam’d us, that we have quite ruin’d the Ar- 
gument by the Heats and Feuds among us. 

We talk of Trade as we talk of, Battle and 
Blood, allin Rage, and with Railiog and Mad- 
nefs; whereas Trade, which is a Subje& of 
Peace, ought to be fpoken of peaceably, and 
abftraéted from all the influence of other Dif- 
rences. 

We are now arriv’d to time of Peace; 
What Peace we enjoy at home every one knows, 
and he who is not fenfible of it, muft be tupid 
to a degree not eafily to be accounted for; The 
firft Bleffing we ought to have felt after a long 
War, and which in itfelf promifed a moft 
vifible appearance, was TRADE: But; on the 
contrary, this has received fuch a fhock by 
our Difagreement among ourfelves, that we 
ftudy not to have Trade felt, nay, to prevent 
its being capable of feeling. : 

Enough. has been faid to Convince a Scep- 
tick for the Proof of what has been. alledged, 
(viz-) That we fhould havea Trade to France, 
if cur Treaty of Commerce had been made 
Effectual, that would be very confiderable, and 
very much to our Advantage. But in faying 
this, the Atercator raifed fuch a Storm of Rage 
againft his Paper, that the moft demonftrated 
Truth could not be received if it came from 
this Paper; fo he left the harden’d Unbclievers 
to talk to themfelves, and turn’d his Pen to 
thofe who were to be Coavinced by Reafog, 
and Truth of Fa.

But it remains for our Oppofers to make it ap- 
pear, that this enables us to buy their Specie 
cheaper than its latrinfick, which alone could 
be the reafon of its coming out of their Coun- 
try as a Merchandize: On*the contrary, the 
height of theip Gold aot only keeps their own 
Gold at home, bat is a means to carry foreign 
Gold to them, tho’ bought too dear. | 

This was the Cafe of this Nation, when Gold 
was high, and Guineas went at 30s. it brought 
over infinite Quantities of Gold in Specie, and 
our Ignorant Britifh Merchants, tho’ we mult be 
mighty rich, and it muft be a gainful Trade 
when they faw the Gold. come tumbling in up- 
on us, and would fain have had the Guineas 
eftablifh’d’ at that Price, which by this time 
would have rain’d us all. 
For this being ovr Cafe, our Manufactures 
were bought by Foreigners, and paid for in 
Gold, the Gold they paid for them being fent 
in Specie, and cofting thofe Foreigners near 
40. per Cent. lefs than it went for here; fo- 
that no Baglifh Merchant could. fend any. 
Goods abroad, the Dutch out-fold ‘us 20 per 
Cent. at Cadiz in our own Goods, and got 
Money by it, and in time all our Subftance muft 
have been tranfported to Holland, while we. 
had been: fill’@ with Gold at Six Pound an 
Ounce. But the Parlizment redeem’d us by 
reducing the Guineas at once to their old Price ; 
which altho’ it pinch’d us hard at firft, and ° 
many loft great Sums by it, who had Quanti- 
ties of Gold by them, yet all People were fatif-. 
fied wich it at laft: Juft thus is it with France 
at this time, who have fill’d themfelves with 
foreign Gold at a high Price; and having car- 
ry'd the Jeft too far, the Exchange runs againft 
them in Proportion, and they are fain now to 
a with it again much cheaper than it coft 
them. |
